While Mrs. Briggs lived in Saginaw, she was prominent in social work, especially 
that of the First Presbyterian church. Unlike today, at the time of her graduation 
there were no clubs or other organizations in the school.

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The Horns 


The Old Fish Horn, one of the oldest traditions in Arthur Hill, has tales handed down about it 
which date back to the days of 1889. 

It was long understood that the horn belonged to the senior class and was to be kept in the senior 
class meeting room. But one memorable day in 1892 a junior warned a senior to watch the horn. The 
senior scorned this advice, and the next morning the horn was gone. That year at the Junior-Senior 
banquet when the seniors are supposed to present the horn to the juniors, and at which time the sopho- 
mores are supposed to try and get the horn, the senior president had to admit that the horn was gone. 
At that time two juniors brought the horn in. But to the junior’s consternation this horn proved to 
be only a duplicate. 

Another story about the horn is told to have happened in 1889 when the horn was placed in the 
hands of the policemen. 

But even to the best of horns surely being dragged in the Saginaw River, hidden in barns, attics, 
and basements, and even buried in caves would prove too much, so in 1928 the tired old horn was granted 
a final resting place in the trophy case. And a new horn was presented to the juniors, at which time the 
sophomores failed in their attempt to get the horn in their possession. 

So only time can tell who will be the victorious ones of 1929.
